REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. M The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
The reciprocating mechanism of WO '374 is indeed a pump as claimed. Specifically, the reicprocatinq mechanism (i.e. a 
pump) of the '374 reference comprises all the claimed strucuture which includes a sleeve (20), a valve or stem (24) disposed 
in fluid communication with a reservoir (21) and translating along a length of the sleeve (20) in a first direction to provide a 
pressure stroke, and a spring (28) operablv disposed at the sleeve (20) to bias the stem (24) in a second direction to provide a 
return stroke as reguried in Applicant's claims 5. Further, the pump of the '374 reference is also in fluid comminication with 
one or both of the reservoir (21 ) and the conduit (44), and therein movement of one or more razor blades (5) actuates the 
pump, and the pump transfers shaving aid material from the reservoir (21) to one or more ports (45) as required in claim 1. 
Miyauchi's reciprocating mechanism is also a pump which comprises a sleeve (22). and a stem (24) translating along at least a 
portion of a length of the sleeve (22) in a first direction to provide a pressure stroke; a biasing mechanism including a spring 
(23) operablv disposed at the sleeve (22) and operablv disposed at the stem (24) to bias the stem (24) in a second direction to 
provide a return storke; a conduict (27) and a valve (30) as claimed. The reciprocating mechanism of Resnick et al. also 
shows the claimed structure for a pump which includes a sleeve (38). a stem (41 ) and a spring (40) as claimed. The stem 
(41) is also considered as a valve that is in fluid comminication with the reservoir (10) for opening and closing the flow of the 
fluid.
